In 
practically every case, no matter how 
carefully the composition of the diets 
had been planned so as to provide what 
was considered an adequate and well- 
balanced supply of the necessary food 
units, the animals showed a steady de- 
cline in weight and health throughout 
the course of the experiments, and sel- 
yr survived for any appreciable length 

“We must now turn our attention to 
the classical experiments carried out by 
Hopkins in this country. As early as 1906 
he wrote as follows:
